June  16th,  i88z,  is  well  remembered 
as  the  day  of  the  first  public  Gradua 
lion  Exercises  of  the  High  School 
ever  held  in  Scituatc.  The  large  and 
appreciative  audience  which  then  as- 
sembled, testified  unanimously  to  the 
brilliant  success  of  the  occasion,  and 
the  establishment  beyond  a  doubt  that 
Scituate  could  have  her  youth  com- 
plete a  thorough  course  of  study,  and 
graduate  them  with  honor  and  pride 
to  the  town.  Doubts  were  then  ex- 
pressed if  another  class  would  ever 
graduate.  All  such  doubts  of  the 
sceptical  or  otherwise,  are  now  hilly 
removed,  and  it  is  now  an  established 
fact  that  this  annual  educational  "field 
day"  can  be  a  regular  ovent.  The  In 
terest  of  all  our  citizens  In  the  public 
exercises  of  the  class  of  '83  has  been

Friday  evening,  Juno  t J.  The  day 
came,  tho  people  crowded  the  church, 
the  excitement  was  Intense,  and  the 
public  verdict  was  one  of  unanimous 
and  well-merited  approbation ;  not- 
withstanding by  reason  of  the  limited 
accommodations  of  the  place,  many 
were  obliged  to  be  refused  admittance.

Bailey  were  pronounced  forcibly  and 
J  stinctly  and  with  accomplishments 

id  grace  of  style. 

Minta  C.  Bp.wditeh  read  with 
marked  expression  and  clearness  an 
admirable  essay  on  '-The  Wonders  of 
Astronomy,"  concluding  with  the  fol- 
lowing per-oration. 

"Generation  after  generation  has 
tolled  away,  age  after  age  has  swept 
silently  by;  but  each  has  swelled,  by  its 
contributions,  the  stream  of  discovery. 
Mysterious  movements  have  been  un- 
ravel led  ;  mighty  laws  have  been  re- 
vealed;  ponderous  orbs  have  been 
weighed;  one  barrier  after  another 
has  given  wa_y  {q  the  ruroe  of  Intellect, 
until  the  mtnd,  majestic  in  its  strength 
has  mounted,  step  by  step,  up  the 
rocky  height  of  its  self  built  pyramid, 
from  whose  star  crowned  summit  it 
looks  out  upqn,  the  grandeur  of  the 
universe  self -clothed  with  the  pres- 
ence of  a  God." 

Fied  T.  Bailey  gave  a  history  of 
the  class  from  the  time  of  their  enter- 
ing the  High.  School,  March  t88o. 
T!ie  class  then  nqmbered  tweuty-slx  ; 
but  hy  force  of  circumstances  and 
many  hindrances  to  the  comple- 
of  the  course  of  study,  only  four 
were  candidates  for  the  diploma. 

When  the  four  years'  course  was 
established,  September  1880,  the  class 
was  divided  by  an  examination,  a  part 
continuing  as  the  fourth  class  and  the 
remainder  forming  a  third  class.  At 
the  commencement  of  ths  Junior  year 
Septernbcr  tSSi,  the  class  numbered 
eleven.  The  history  was  interspersed 
with  interesting  and  humorous  inci- 
dents of  the  schoolroom,  that  of  the 
mouse-catching  convulsing  the  audi- 
ence with  laughter. 

Visious  of  the  furore  of  '83  were 
given  by  Willard  L.  Bailey,  a  dream 
he  had  while  swinging  iu  &  hammock, 
on  a.  hajy  summer  afternoon  the  10th 
anniversary  of  his  graduation. 

The  valedictorian  had  become  the 
wife  of  a  gentleman,  a  founder  of  a 
flourishing  seminary  of  learning  in  the 
west,  and  wos  engaged  In  toaching  In 
that  institution.  The  historian  his 
cousin,  was  at  the  head  of  a  large  en- 
graving establishment,  this  was  his 
'vocation."  His  "avocation"  was 
1  violinist,  leader  of  an  qrehestra, 
and  professional  musio  teacher. 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  home  of  his 
classmate,  a  palatial  residence 
where  wealth,  beauty  and  fash- 
ion appeared,  her  husband  having 
amassed  a  fortune  by  his  business  suc- 
cess. The  prophet  himself  was  a 
book  keeper,  and  met  his  instructor 
one  day  in  the  crowded  streets  of  a 
large  city  and  had  the  pleasure  of  in- 
viting him  to  his  home,  introducing 
him  to  his  family,  and  enjoying  a  so- 
cial chat  over  their  former  relations  as 
teacher  and  pupil. 

A  large  and  conveniently  arranged 
brick  structure  had  boon  erected  nca  r 
the  site  of  the  Town  hall  for  the  High 
School,  and  fdtuate  did  not  go  to  the 
poor-house,  as  was  talked  during  his 
last  year  in  the  school. 

Gardner  Bates,  of  the  Junior  Class 
delivered  forcibly  and  improsslvoly  on 
address  to  the  graduates,  reviewing  the 
pleasant  relations  that  had  existed 
during  their  school  life,  expressing  a 
feeling  of  sadness  at  the  severing  of 
the  friendships  formed,  paying  a  nigh 
tribute  to  the  scholarship  and  charac- 
ter of  each  member  of  the  class,  and 
giving  excellent  counsel  for  aiding  each 
in  their  life  work.  The  address  was, 
suclt  an  able  one  for  so  young  a  pupili 
that  we  deeply  regret  our  space  wil 
not  allow  li»  entire  publication. 

An  oration  by  Fred  T.  Balloy  "Foot- 
prims,"  was  a  masterly  and  success- 
ful effort  both  in  make  up  and  force  of 
delivering,  and  held  the  audience  In 
wrapt  attention  from  lis  beginning  to 
the  close. 

Annie  M.  Edson's  pa.s.nj,  MQur  Mis. 
sion",  teemed  as  near  perfection  as 
possible.  Its  beauty  and  depth  of 
thoughl,  grace  of  style,  and  finished 
.delivery,  convinced  all  of  the  real 


merit  and  scholarship  back  of  it. 

It  was  a  fitting  close  to  the  literary 
parts  where  distinctions  seemed  al- 
most invidious,  and  concluded  with 
the  following :

In  I  bo  vegetable,  or  lower 
mimal  kingdom,  to  guide  ut  in  adjust- 
ing the  natural  rights,  of  one  ciaM 
toward  another  rlast  ol  the  same  tpe- 
cies,  or  separato  families  ol  the  same 
s|>ecies.  Ilul  we  do  find  trailers  or  ex- 
ponents in  and  from  each  class  that  act 
lor  and  direct  the  energies  ol  the  das* 
lo  which  they  belong ;  bat  in  no  care 
do  we  find  the  exponent  of  one  dass 
giving  direction  lo  another  class,  with- 
out having  the  semblance  of  usurpa- 
tion. Now  if  thit  lessoj  Irom  nature 
be  true,  and  should  be  applied  lo  man, 
In  a  civir.ed  state,  then  the  leailcrs  ia 
and  of  each  avocation  should  mind 
their  own  bu.iocst  and  not  assume  any 
prerogative  in  the  affairs  of  others  not 
of  their  own  avocation.  Iiut  tince  this 
government  is  composed  of  persons  ol 
many  avocations,  in  order  that  the  ma- 
chinery ol  government  may  work  well 
it  it  desirable  that  common  arbiters  or 
representatives  from  each  avocation 
according  to  their  respective  impor- 
tance, should  be  chosen  from  each 
class,  to  adjust  tbeir  reciprocal  rela- 
tions, as  coadjutors  in  the  establish- 
ment and  perpetuation  ol  good  govern-

what  a  humilialiog  tpectarle  the  tiller 
of  the  oil  presents — bis  pride  hum-

II  tlw" suggestions  made  two  weeks 
since,  in  reference  to  clover  needing, 
are  carried  onl>  a  gtx-J  stand  of  clover 
wilt  be  secured.  Now,  the  next  thing 
will  be  to  winter  iu  Ami  right  here 
n  c  come  to  tire  consideration  ot  a  very 
important  matter  or  course  ol  proceed 
ing  in  clover  raising.  How  many  far- 
mers fail  to  make  Ibcir  dovex 
well,  and  oft-tirocs  maxc  a  pertect  fail- 
ure. After  the  reaper  is  drawn  ont  of 
the  field,  and  tbc  stack  is  done,  do  wot 
let  anvthing  on  to  the  piece  during  the 
tail.  'And  right  here  I  am  aware  that 
my  rcssjnimcndalioo  will  be  different 
from  tbc  common  practice. 

Farmers  ihink,  now  I  have 
splendid  feci  for  "my  stock,"  thev 
will  turn  all  Ibeir  stock  oa,  and  take  in 
their  neighbors'  to  keep,  tor  I  car  all 
that  good  clover  w  ill  be  wasted  by  be- 
ing fmxen.

•lowing  off.  Now  then,  too,  the 
young  clover  will  be  pressed  down  by 
snow,  or  If  there  ia  no  snow  the 
cr  thus  h  it  will  act  as  a  mulch  to 
the  land  and  Its  tho  young  clover,  and 
protect  it  from  the  hard  Irost. 

Then  too,  in  the  spring  following 
that  mulch  will  cause  a  most  vipirous 
growth  which  will  continue  through 
the  w  bole  seosou,  making  it  come  for- 
ward so  that  culling  can  be  corn  rue  need 
about  the  middle  ol  June.
